Inve sti- i 
gators of the 
General Ac- 
counting Of- 
fice are now

Jan. 3. That is the effective 
date of a House resolution 
requiring that all congres- 
sional employes work either 
in the Washington or the 
home state offices of the 
-congressional employer. 
Harlem Democratic Rep. 
Powell’s wife evidently lives 
in Puerto Rico, although 
her paycheck (at a $19,000 
annual rate) is dropped off 
in Powell’s Washington of- 
fice. 

When GAO turns up the 
facts, the House Administra- 
tion Committee will decide 
whether they justify drop- 
ping her from the payroll. 
One Committee member 
also noted the possibility of 
demanding that she return 
all pay received since Jan. 3. 

TEMPORARILY, at least, 
there is a chill between the 
Democratic National Com- 
mittee and political activists 
of the AFL-CIO. 

Party leaders blame labor 
for the pasting Democratic 
candidate Preston Callison 
received in the recent spe- 
cial South Carolina congres- 
sional election.

On orders from Washing- 
ton, organized labor in the 
district : boycotted Callison 
because he would not sup- 
port repeal of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act’s Section 14(b), al- 
lowing state “rigbt-to-work” 
law*.
